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For the past 80 years, students at Mississippi 
College have teen referred to as “Choctaws.” I he story 
of how we acquired this name is one that is quite enter- 
taining. The following information was provided to the 
Tribesman hy Dr. Charles H. Martin, Vice President of 
Academic Affairs, Emeritus. 

Prior to 1920, MC athletic teams called them- 
selves the “Mississippi Collegians,” or the “Gold and 
Blue.” However, it was widely believed that MC could 
adopt a more suitable name. Consequently, a contest was 
arranged to choose a new team name. Suggestions were 
sought, and the top four that emerged were “Dutchies” 
(for Dr. “Dutchy” Provine), “Warriors,” “Yellow jack- 
ets,” and “Choctaws.” 

At a special student assembly, a speaker was 
designated to advocate each of the four choices. One 
speaker, supporting the “Choctaws”, told the crowd that 
“Dutchies” would not he a suitable name, partly because 
Dr. Provine did not particularly like the nickname, and 
nobody called him that to his face. He said “Warriors” 
con u apply to anybody and suggested nothing about 
Mississippi College. Georgia lech was already using the 
name “Yellow Jackets,” and besides, yellow jackets are 
mean little critters that sting you and run. He also 
referred to a recent hard-fought victory over Ouachita on 
a rain-drenched lield covered with mud and water. He 
said yellow jackets would have drowned on a field like 
that, hut Choctaw Indians would have loved the water and 
typically are excellent swimmers. I hey also were reputed 
to he swift on dry land, courageous in battle, and had been 
Mississippi’s largest and strongest tribe. Furthermore, 
the College is located in what was Choctaw territory, and 
the old Indian trail that became the Natchez I race 
passed through the campus. A vote was taken and 
“Choctaws” won easily. 

Since the naming of the Choctaws, Mississippi 
College students have found many ways to express their 
Choctaw spirit. For example, “Choctaw Day has been 
celebrated in the past. On this day, it was a tradition lor 
members of the freshman class to dress up as F hoctaws 
for the first home football game of the season. I Iowever, 
this tradition is currently only a part of the MC legacy.

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Mississippi College offers several opportunities for 
students to enrich their understanding of other cultures and 
themselves hy studying abroad. These programs give students 
a deeper look into what life is like in other areas of the world. The 
experiences these students have in other countries will teach 
them lessons that will help them throughout their lives. 

One unique opportunity that students at Mississippi 
College have is the London Semester Program. Each January, 
around thiry MC students leave to spend their Spring semester 
in London, England. They study the arts and languages under 
British and American professors. They are also able to visit 
many historical places they have only read about in the past. 

Another favorite program is the 
Salzburg Semester. Students participat- 
ing attend Salzburg College where most 
classes are conducted in English. Host 
families house MC students and help 
them adjust to the different culture. 


Mississippi College also offers two separate programs to 
France. There is a three week summer program and a semester 
program to Montpelier, France. The beautiful heachside city 
offers many attractions for MC students. MC students may 
also take advantage of the Mainz Exchange Program or Hong 
Kong study program. Students looking for a shorter time away 
from home can participate in the December study tour to Israel 
or visit various European cities in the Spring Tour, which takes 
place over Spring Break.

Beginnings 

Mississippi College lias encouraged student participation in athletics for over a 
hundred years. Athletics began with the creation of a “military school" in 1880, which 
encourage d the development of the physical system. From that creation, intramural and 
then intercollegiate competition emerged. It wasn’t until 1966 that MC gave athletic 
scholarships, so for most of MC history, athletics were played for pure fun. In 1997, MC 
completed the transition to NCAA Division III, where no athletic scholarships are given. 

The first organized sport at Mississippi College was tennis. The tennis club began in 1889, 
and heat Ole Miss for the state championship in 1896 and 1897. Baseball was another of the 
earliest organized sports at MC, also beginning in the 1890’s. By 1904, students were encouraged 
to join the Athletic Association hv paying $1 per year, so that a baseball coach could he hired. Bv 
1907, baa hethall was starting up, and track had begun. Golf began in the fall of 1909. 

The football program began in 1907, when MC defeated Chamberlain-Hunt Academy 
6-0. In the early years of football, the team suffered many losses, hut when the football team was 
reformed after World War I, the football program was well established. In the early days, the team 
also played big schools such as Ole Miss, Mississippi A&M (^tate), 1 ulane, LSU, and Alabama. 

Over the years, the sports programs have made some great achievements. Since the men’s 
basketball team won the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Association title in 1928 with a record 
of 24-1, the basketball team has won G^C and A^C championships. I he cross country team won 
the Southern AAU titles in 1954 and 1955, and have recently been dominant in the ASC, winning 
several titles. Women’s basketball has been competitive in the ASC recently, and their biggest year 
came in 1974, when they were ranked number two in the nation in the American Intercollegiate 
Association for Women. Cheerleading has been strong, winning seven national championships in 
the 80 s and 90 s. 1 hough the track team doesn’t exist today, in the 70's under Coach Joe Walker, 
they regularly competed for and won conference titles. 

The most information available concerns the football program, which has had some great 
seasons. Under legendary coach Stanley Robinson in 1921, Edwin “Goat" Hale, led the team to 
a 7-2-1 record, including victories over 1 ulane, Birmingham Southern, Ole xMiss, and Millsaps, 
and a tie with Florida. In 1927 under George Bohler, the football team went 8-0, the only 
undefeated season in MC’s history. In 1989, the Choctaws won the Division II National 
Championship. Sadly for the football program, the title was taken away after NCAA sanctions in 
1993. The football program is still going strong, winning the ASC title in 1997 with an 8-2 record 
under Coach Terry McMillan.

Great individuals 

Coach Stanley Rohinson spent 36 years at Mississippi College. As football coach, his lifetime 
record in 26 seasons was 144-94-1 1, earning him induction into the National Football Hall o f Fame. He 
was a fine, dedicated baseball coach and athletic director. In his honor, the football stadium hears his name. 

Edwin “Goat” Hale was an outstanding running bach at Mississippi College. He got his nickname 
from how he played football - he charged like a goat. Coming off a war injury, he led the team to a great 
season in 1921. Hale made his mark in coaching, earning him induction into the National Football Hall 
of Fame. Hale coached at Mississippi College, Ole Miss, Mississippi State, Millsaps, and Southern Miss. 

Coach James Allen spent 20 years as the men’s basketball coach at MC. During those years, he 
won 214 games, and brought exciting basketball to MC. Coach Allen ran a “run and shoot” offense, and 
his teams often ran the scores to high levels. In the 1959-60 season, Coach Allen’s team set a NCAA record 
for points per game in a season, averaging 114.16 points per game. Over the Allen years, his team, 
nicknamed the Assassins, set nine NCAA team scoring records. 

One of the best athletes to come out of the MC sports program was Larry Myricks. Myricks, a 
track star, was a four-time member of the United States Olympic Team and a five-time All-American. 
Myricks’ fame came from his long jump, which earned him several world championships and also a bronze 
medal at the 1988 Olympics. His best jump of 28’ 8 1/4" makes him the fourth-longest jumper in the world, 
behind Mike Powell, Boh Beamon, and Carl Lewis. 

The greatest basketball athlete to come out of the ML program was probably Howard Sessums, 
who played two seasons at MC (1953-55), averaged around 32 points per game, and still holds the 
MC record for points over a lifetime. Tragically, Sessums was fated with an early death in a car accident 
in ’63, and his jersey was later retired in his honor.

Rivalries 

1 he Choctaws have had many rivalries over the years. The most famous is with Millsaps 
College. The Choctaws began playing Millsaps in 1920 in football and compiled a 24-9-6 record until 
1959. The rivalry was intense before the foo tball rivalry began, and in 1918, some Mississippi College 
students, grew overzealous after a baseball win over the Majors, and left campus to parade in downtown 
Jackson. This was expressly prohibited by President Provine, and 65 students were expelled. Though 
the students were allowed to return the following year, many never did. Gradually, the rivalry became 
more intense and personal and the football rivalry was discontinued in 1959, th ough the Choctaws 
continueJ to play Millsaps in other sports. In 2000, the Choctaws and Majors will renew their football rivalry under 
a new spirit of goodwill. 

The Choctaws also have had a strong rivalry with Delta State. The football squad has a lifetime record of 15- 
1 7-2 from a rivalry starting in 1935. The last game between the two schools was played in 1995, with Delta State keeping 
the coveted Heritage Bell trophy that was awarded to the winner of the MC-Delta State football game each year. Because 
Delta State won the last game in 1995, the Heritage Bell is in their possession today. 

The Choctaws have also begun a new football rivalry. Though the Choctaws have played nearby Belhaven for 
years in other sports, the recent addition of a football team at Belhaven has allowed for a new football rivalry to begin. 
In 1999, MC played Belhaven for the first time and heat the Blazers 38-21. This rivalry will certainly become an 
important one in the coming years. 

The Choctaws have also maintained a rivalry with the University of Mexico in football, playing them 1 1 times 
since 1929, and finishing with an 8-3 mark. The Choctaws won many of those games playing in Mexico City. In 1963, 
the game in Mexico City was cancelled due to the death of President Kennedy. A year earlier, in 1962, the Choctaws 
defeated the University of Mexico 22-6 before a crowd of 44,000 (which was capacity in 1 962) at the Mississippi Veteran’s 
Memorial Stadium in Jackson. The last game with the University of Mexico was a 56-0 MC win in 1975. 

What’s Next ? 

As we near the close of the 21st century, a bright future is in store for MC sports. The football and basketball squads 
continue to he competitive. 1 he cheerleading program has reasserted itself as championship caliber. The cross country 
team has established itself as the best in the conference. The soccer teams have established themselves as solid, and the 
volleyball team has shown improvement. The softball program has shown tremendous ability, and the tennis program 
has consistently produced champions. I he baseball program has a new beginning under a new head coach. The 21st 
century will undoubtedly become another championship-filled century for the Mississippi College Choctaws.

Anchored hy the American Southwest Conference’s top-ranhed scoring defense, the 
Choctaws finished the year with a respectable 6-4 record, with 3-4 in conference. I he 
balanced offense was led hy senior running bach Jimmy Dottolo, second in the ASC in 
rushing with 1061 yards; flanber Kris Pickle, first in TD receptions with 12; and 
freshman quarterback Peyton Perret, third in passing yards per game with 248.6. Perret 
was also named the ASC Freshman of the Year. Defensively, senior defensive tackle 
Bryant Shaw had another big year, compiling an ASC-leading 20 tackles for loss on the 
year. For his efforts, Shaw garnered ASC Defensive Player of the Year and Co-Defensive 
Lineman of the Year honors. Senior cornerhack Michael Meurrier also led the conference 
with 1 4 pass breakups, and led the team with 44 tackles. Senior defensive end David Dart 
led the team with 5.5 sacks on the year. Senior safety Jeremy Jones also made it in the 
record hooks with a 100-yard interception return against Austin College, which set a 
school record and tied the ASC record. With the loss of 10 starters, the Choctaws will 
look for more big contributions from underclassmen in 2000.

1 999 Choctaw Soccer 

•he Men's Soccer Team finished the 1999 season strong, winning five out of the last seven games, earning them a 7-8-1 mart 
overall and 4-3-1 mart in the American Southwest Conference. The team was led hy the play of Michael Peters, an All- 
Conference forward, who was second in the league in points per game, averaging 2.5, and goals per game with 1 .06. He was also 
eighth in the league in assists with 6, as well as providing three game-winning goals. He was named to the NSCAA Division III 
All-South Second Team. Goalkeeper Tripp Douglas also played strong, and finished number one in the league with 8.4 saves per 
game, with 1 26 overall saves on the year.

In soccer, statistics do not always tell the whole story, because in a team sport players are often 
called upon to do things that are not always recognized, such as closely marking a forward, cutting off passing lanes, and clearing 
the hall downfield. In what head coach Merle Ziegler called a “rebuilding" year, the 1 999 Choctaws played hard, and many offense- 
minded players were called upon to 
play defense, which is often a diff icult 
transition. Judging hy the team's 
strong finish, the Choctaws have a 
bright future ahead as they continue 
to build upon the success of the soccer 
program at Mississippi College.
